Dear Reader—First let me 
say that I’m fam iliar with 
the purposes and activities 
ot the organization that you 
represent. 1 know that this 
organization has done an e x ­ 
cellent job and has helped a 
lot ot people lose weight su c­ 
cessfully. In so doing they 
have helped a lot ot people 
to i m p r o v e 
their 
health 
status. 
Yes. one hormone that is 
som etim es used is from {»reg­ 
nant urine. It has som e ac­ 
tions 
similar 
to 
hormones 
from the pituitary gland. It 
is thought to help mobilize 
fat stores in the body. 
1 am not enthusiastic about 
administering horm ones for 
weight control unless there 
is definite m edical evidence 
ol a hormone im balance. One 
can take excessive am ounts 
of thyroid hormones to the 
point that they have toxic re­ 
actions and this can help to 
cause weight reduction but 
it is not a desirable practice.

cation that warrants giving 
any additional m edicines. 


Many drugs have been used 
to curb the appetite and it is 
now becom ing more gener­ 
ally a c c e p t e d that, even 
though these have been pre­ 
scribed by physicians, they 
are of very little use in help­ 
ing patients lose weight. In 
som e instances they curb the 
appetite but the final result 
in weight loss is the amount 
of calories consum ed related 
to the a m o u n t of calories 
used from daily activity. 


Another advantage to learn­ 
ing to alter o n e’s e a t i n g 
habits and exercise habits so 
that obesity is eliminated is 
that this is also the route to 
preventing 
i t s 
recurrence 
without becom ing dependent 
on fad diets and gim m icks. 
Prevention of obesity is a 
lifetim e effort which involves 
really a much better knowl­ 
edge of nutrition than most 
of our people seem to have, 
combined with applying these 
principles, and then rem ain­ 
ing physically active.

tional calories they are add­ 
ing to their diet by the addi­ 
tion of even sm all amounts 
ol sw eets and fats for s e a ­ 
soning and cooking purposes. 
II the vast m ajority of peo­ 
ple 
would 
sharply 
curtail 
their excess use of fats and 
sw eets in the diet and foods 
which contain large am ounts 
of tats and sw eets, then c o m ­ 
bine this with a d e q u a t e 
am ounts of physical activity 
regularly, not just as a spo­ 
radic e r a s h effort, there 
would be a lot fewer people 
who have any problems ol 
obesity.

In a place where they charge you twenty-five cents 
i for one aspirin and a hundred to two hundred dollars a 
day for a bed you would think you could get the best 
; of service. 
Anyone who has been in a hospital in the past 
; several years knows that’s not always true. Did you 
ever try to get a nurse in a hurry when you needed 
one? Swell chance. 
Did you ever compare the difference in time it takes 
;for hospital attendants to do something you asked 
them to do and the time it takes when they want you 
:to do something? If you want a pill to ease your 
throbbing pain, you might have to wait for hours. But, 
if your chart calls for you to have a sleeping pill,

All over the country new hospitals are being built. 
Old ones are being torn down to make way for new 
structures in which the new technology and procedures 
can be carried out in a more efficient manner.
